Apolicant merelv adds 
limitations that a structure's dimension is "reduced" from an earlier dimension during a "process." without an v clear way of 
knowing what the reduction was bv looking at the final structure [MPEP 21 131. An analoov of how the examiner would reiect the 
newlv proposed claims is as follows: If the prior art teaches a 1 foot cube of a material cut from a bigger blo ck of material, then 
the prior art anticipates a hypothetical "product-bv-orocess claim" that reads: A block of material comprising a cube measuring 
1 foot on each edge, wherein the cube was cut from a larger block of material measuring X bv Y bv Z. That is. a proper 
"product-bv-process" claim interpretation dictates that the "structure" a 1 foot cube is "anticipated " bv the examiner's 
hvpotehical claim, 'regardless of the value of X and Y and Z'.
